But Fernie, the Cambridge stroke, 
whosa training on board the Horcester atood 
him in good stead, quickly called hia orew 
together und, pulling a lung, powerful, clean, 
tellirg stroke, with the high feather cha- 
rooteristic of this yenr’s Cambridgs crew 
{just tho stroke for such weather and water), 
regained the load at Crabtree Wharf, near- 
ing the 1 1-2 mile pust, ut the Soap Worke, 
a litte higher up the river. Gold in the 
meantimo was sticking to his work most 
greedily, and calling upon the dark blues to 
bit her up. Again the Oxford boat lapped 
up to, and passed the Cambridge oraft at the

Up to that ‘point tho raco had been as 
pretty & one as ever was pulled. It was nip
